Gypsy memory is long and therefore 
It is that th** present is the first Romany 
reunion ever li°ld in tile west. 
Tile 
west lins been for m any years with the 
wandering folk a synonym for prairie 
tires, disastrous storm s and ti*.** other 
dire misfortunes that sometimes met 
the early travelers on the western 
plains. 
So th** west has not seen as 
much of the gypsies as the other sec­ 
tions of the United States, although 
th** more enlightened among them have 
worked hard to overcome the prejudice. 
They have at last been successful, aud 
the reunion of these people is probably 
the most im portant in point of num ­ 
bers ever held in America. 
The main reason for the annual re­ 
union of th** gypsies, or Romany, as 
they call themselves, is the m arriage of 
the young men and maidens of suitable 
age. lf is then that the eligibles meet, 
love and, with much the same setbacks 
nd objections on the part of parents 
hat confront lovers of other races, are 
united in marriage. It is rallier pecul­ 
iar th at the parents of Romany sons are 
anxious to have them married and set­ 
tled flown, while th** mothers and fa­ 
thers of comely 
Romany girls are 
scarcely willing to let them go. The ex­ 
planation of this is to be found in the 
aet that the young women are the 


definitely decided, the m em bers or tne 
tribes of the contracting parties are 
not slow in contributing to their house­ 
hold goods. 
Horses, a wagon, a tent 
and other furniture and utensils cf 
housekeeping are presented 
to 
tin* 
young couple, and they are then left to 
shift for themselves*, the wom an to 
hold up her end by fortune telling or 
laeemaking and the ira n to do like­ 
wise by horse trading or doctoring. 
Elopements are not a t all unknow n in 
gypsy communities. 
Intertribal marriages, though not in­ 
frequent among the Romany, are dis­ 
couraged. 
In such cases the bride­ 
groom becomes a member of his wife's 
tribe. 
Ile is courteously treated, and 
th** m embers of his adopted tribe con­ 
tribute as liberally as bis own blood 
brothers to bis sta rt in life, but there 
is nevertheless always a slight bar­ 
rier between bim and them. 
It is estim ated that there are now 
about 2."*.OOO gypsies in the United 
States. 
About 2oo m arriages will be 
I the total result of the present encam p­ 
ment. Th* most Important factors in 
American Romany life are the E gyp­ 
tians. Next in order come the G erm an, 
Scotch and Irish tribes.

present is somewhat uncertain. 
They | 
have been gathering ever since April, 
aud fi.bOO is not too large an estimate. 
The num ber will not be appreciably 
diminished until the cool w eather of 
autum n disperses each group of the* 
w anderers tv its own section of the 
country. 
Several hundred Canadian, 
j 
Scotch and Irish gypsies are also a t­ 
tending tin* present reunion. 
Gypsy memory is long and therefore 
it is that the present is the first Romany 
reunion ever h**ld in the west. 
The 
west has been for many years with the 
wandering folk a synonym for prairie 
tires, disastrous storms and th.** other 
dire misfortunes that sometimes met 
th** early travelers on 
the western 
plains. So th** west has not seen as 
much of the gypsies as the of lier sec­ 
tions of tile Fnited States, although 
th** more enlightened among them have 
worked hard to overcome th** prejudice. 
They have at last been successful, aud 
the reunion of these people is probably 
the most important in point of num­ 
bers ever held in America. 
Tin* main reason for the annual re­ 
union of tin* gypsies, or Romany, as 
they eall themselves, is the marriage of 
the young men an*! maidens of suitable 
age. It is then that the eligibles meet, 
love and. with much the same setbacks 
and objections on the part of parents 
that confront lovers of other races, arc 
united in marriage. It is rallier pecul­ 
iar that the parents of Romany sons are 
anxious to have them married and set­ 
tled down, while the mothers and fa- 
thers of comely 
Romany girls are 
scarcely willing to let them go. The ex­ 
planation i»f lids is to in* found in the 
fact that the young women are the 


aptlnitely decided, the m em bers or tile 
tribes of the contracting parties are 
not slow in contributing to their house­ 
hold goods. 
Horses, a wagon, a tent 
and other furniture a n i utensils of 
housekeeping are presented 
to 
th** 
young couple, and they are then left to 
shift for themselves, the woman to 
hold up lier end by fortune telling or 
laeemaking and the ira n to do like­ 
wise by horse trading or doctoring. 
Elopements are not a t all unknown in 
gypsy communities. 
Intertribal marriages, though not in­ 
frequent among the Romany, are dis­ 
couraged. 
In euch cases the bride­ 
groom becomes a member of his wife's 
tribe. 
II** is courteously treated, and 
tin* members of his adopted tribe con­ 
tribute as liberally as his own blood 
brothers to his start in life, but there 
is nevertheless always a slight b ar­ 
rier between him and them. 
It is estimated that there are now 
about 25.OGO gypsies in the United 
States. 
About 2oo m arriages will be 
tin* total result of the present encam p­ 
ment. The most important factors in 
American Romany life are the Egyp­ 
tians.

of the eggs are taken from the liens 
and hatched in incubators, while the 
remainder are hatched out by the hen 
and her mate. 
The male ostrich sits 
upon tin* eggs at night aud the hen by 
day.

Ostriches sit nu their e g g s about 42 
days. and the mother frequently as­ 
sists tlu* chick iii breaking the shell. 
Until the little birds are 4 or 5 days 
old they will not eat and are very deli­ 
cate.

Ostrich 
fe a th e rs need careful preparation, dye­ 
ing. < o ilin g , etc., before they arc ready 
to be p laced on b a ts . 
The birds are first plucked when 
they arc ll or 7 months old. These ear­ 
ly feathers are of little value, the licnu- 
t if iii full grown plumes boing taken 
from older birds. Feathers from untie 
birds are larger and possess a higher 
value than those from the bon. They 
are plucked every few months, only 
the full grown “ripe" pl,lines being 
taken each time. The shorter feathers 
that are molted by the birds are also 
used for muffs, boas. etc. 
When plucking time comes, the birds 
ar«* driven into nu inclosure, thence one 
by one into a narrow pen. A long nar­ 
row bag with holes for breathing is 
tlii'n throw n over the head, one man or 
more holding tho bird. The ostrich re­ 
sents tin' operation, although It Is not 
painful. The best time to pluck feath­ 
ers is when they are just short of “ripe­ 
ness.'’ The plume Is not pulled out, for 
tjiat would injure the skin and render 
it incapable of further bearing at the 
point of growth. 
It is cut off with 
sharp scissors, and the stum p of tin* 
quill remains. Soon after clipping the 
stubs become ripe and drop out or are 
easily removed.

They usually charge an admission fee 
to their farms, anil it is well worth the 
price of admission to see the birds. 
Eggs. blown and otherwise, are sold as 
souvenirs, bringing various prices, ac­ 
cording to the degree of decoration. 
Ostrich meat is good, although quite 
tough. The eggs may also be eaten, for 
they resemble in taste ordinary ben 
fruit.

Governor and Mrs. Stone left last 
night for Wellsboro to visit friends.

Statement of the Governor. 
“The estimate of the revenue cf 
the state for the year beginning June 
I, 1901, as made in December by the 
auditor general and state treasurer, 
was $13,UUU,OOO. 
There was no esti­ 
mate made by these officials for the 
following year, but from all the in­ 
formation that I could gather I did 
not think, and don t now think, that 
we are -justificnl in expecting more 
1 ban $12,500.UUU for the second year, 
making a total of $25,000,000 for the 
two years beginning June I, 1901. 
Adding to this $1,000,000 of surplus 
revenue for the past two years. $200,- 
000 saved from the sinking fund by 
me repeal of the law directing the 
deposit of $100,000 each year, and 
$100,000 now in process of adjustment 
with the war department for disburse­ 
ments made by the state during the 
Spanish war, you have a total revenue 
c f $26,800,000 for tile next two years. 


Not Prudent to Depend Upon More. 
“It is neither safe nor prudent to 
depend upon receiving more than this 
cum. 
The entire appropriations, to­ 
gether with the amount estimated to 
be necessary for printing, steam heat, 
light, ety.. amount in round numbers 
to $28,750,000. 
To this must be added 
the money that will likely be required 
for the purchase of forest lands. The 
commissioner of forestry informs me 
'hat the state has already agreed to 
purchase lands amounting to $20),- 
0 0 0 aud is negotiating for lands, the 
estimated cost of which will be $300,- 
000, making a total of proposed dis 
hursements of $29,250,000. 


Cut Off $2,250,000. 
“I have gone over tile appropriation 
bdls with the greatest care, aided by 
those familiar with the facts. 
We 
have considered each item in every 
bill and reduced these appropriations 
$2,250,000, still leaving $200,000 of ap­ 
propriations ia excess of the reason­ 
able expectation of revenue. 
There 
are, however, several appropriations 
conditione ] upon their being sufficient 
revenue in the treasury and upon the 
people in the localities where hos­ 
pitals exist raising a specific 
sum, 
which will probably offset this amount 
if there should be a deficit

Gypsy memory is long and therefore 
it Is that th** present is the first Romany 
reunion ever h**ld in the west. 
The 
west has been for m any years with the 
w andering folk a synonym for prairie 
fires, disastrous storm# and tile other 
dire misfortune# that sometimes met 
the early travelers on the western 
plains. 
So til** west has not seen as 
much of til** gypsies as the other se c ­ 
tions of the Tutted States, although 
th** more enlightened antling them have 
work» d hard to overcome the prejudice. 
They have at last been successful, aud 
th** reunion of these people is probably 
th** most important in point of num ­ 
bers ever held in America. 
The ti aln reason for the annual re­ 
union of th** gypsies, or Romany, as 
they call themselves, is the marriage of 
the young men and m aidens of suitable 
age. It is then that tit** eligibles meet. 
love and. with much the sam e setbacks 
and objection# on the part of parents 
that confront lovers of other races, are 
united in marriage. It is rath er pecul­ 
iar that the parents of Romany sons are 
anxious to have them m arried and set­ 
tled down, while th** mothers and fa­ 
thers of comely 
Romany 
girls arc 
scarcely willing to let them go. T he ex­ 
planation of this is to Im* found in the 
fact that the young w omen are the 


definitely decided, the m em bers or tne 
tribes of the contracting parties a n ­ 
not slow in contributing to their house­ 
hold goods. 
Horses, a wagon, a tent 
and other furniture and utensils of 
housekeeping are presented 
to 
the 
young couple, and tLey are then left to 
shift for themselves, tire woman to 
hold up her end by fortune telling or 
laceimtking and the ir a n to do like­ 
wise by horse trading or doctoring. 
Elopements are not a t all unknown in 
gypsy communities. 
Intertribal marriages, though not in ­ 
fre q u e n t among the Rom any, are dis­ 
couraged. 
In such cases the bride­ 
groom b e c o m e s a m em ber of his wife’s 
tribe. 
H e is courteously treated, and 
th** m em bers of his adopted tribe con­ 
tribute as liberally as bls ow’ti blood 
b ro th e rs to his start in life. but th e re 
is n e v e rth e le s s alw ays a slight bar­ 
rier between him and them .

been brought from South Africa about 
a score of .years ago. 
The first tenta­ 
tive efforts proved successful, although 
most of the original birds died. Their 
offs]iring quickly adapted themselves 
to the climate of southern California, 
the first American home of tin* indus­ 
try. Cither farms were started in wide­ 
ly separated sections, and there are 
now ostrich “ranches” in southern Cal­ 
ifornia. Texas, Arizona, Arkansas mid 
of her southern states. Although Amer­ 
ican plume growing is still in its In 
fancy and supplies only a small per­ 
centage of the feathers used in the 
United States, it is Increasing rapidly 
anil bids lair to become aa important 
industry.

grown male ostrich stands from K to IU 
feet high, weighs aland 800 pounds and 
has a mean, untamable, fighting dis­ 
position his combative qualities are 
not to la- laughed ut. The blow of an 
ostrich’s foot, armed with the sharp 
claw, is very dangerous. 
The only 
safe place mound u fighting ostrich is 


a year, from 30 to *>0 eggs in all. It is 
remarkable that the first egg is in­ 
fertile and the hen. seemingly aware 
of that fact, breaks it herself. 
Some 
of til*' eggs are taken from the hens 
aud hatched in Incubators, while the 
remainder are hateho-d out by the hen 
and her mate. 
The male ostrich sits 
Upon tin* eggs at night aud the lieu by 
day. 
lie also “spells” her at midday 
to enable her to eat and drink. 
Ostriches sit OU their e g g s about 42 
days. and the mother frequently as­ 
sists the chick iu breaking the shell. 
Until the little birds are 4 or 5 days 
obi they will not eat and are very deli­ 
cate. 
Most of the losses among them 
occur at this time. 
When they are 4 
weeks old, they are considered safe 
and ; lereafter require little care. 
At 
first the chicks are pretty little birds, 
but they soon grow and lose their good 
looks. 
* 
In spite of the widely spread stories 
of t!)»> majestic appearance of the full 
grown male ostrich, he is to the aver­ 
age eye anything bnf handsome. Ile 
bas a queer, ungainly, half naked ap­ 
pearance. for the powerful legs and 
long, snakelike neck an* absolutely 
bare of feathers. The famous plumes 
| come from the tail and wings and 
scarcely resemble while on the bird the 
I flui-h**»1 article of commerce. Ostrich 
I feathers need careful preparation, dye­ 
ing. < in ling. etc., before they are ready 
to be placed on hats. 
The birds are first plucked when 
they are *5 or 7 months old. These ear­ 
ly feathers are of little value, tin* l>enu- 
11 f ii I full grown plumes being taken 
from older birds. Feathers from male 
birds are larger and possess a higher 
value than those from the ben. They 
are plucked every few months, only 
the full grown “ripe” pl,lines being 
taken each time. Tho shorter feathers 
that are molted by the birds are also 
used for muffs. boas. etc. 
AV lien plucking time comes, the birds 
are driven into an inclosure, thence one 
by one into a narrow pen. A long nar­ 
row bag with holes for breathing Is 
then thrown over the head, one man or 
more holding the bird. The ostrich re­ 
sents the operation, although It is not 
painful. The best time to pluck feath­ 
ers is when they are Just short of “ripe­ 
ness.” The plume is not pulled out, for 
Unit would injure the skin and render 
It Incapable of further bearing at the 
point of growth. 
It is cut off with 
sharp scissors, and the stump of tin* 
quill remains. Soon after dipping the 
st uhs become ripe and drop out or are 
easily removed.

By this means the daring Frenchman 
hopes to avoid the consequences of any 
accident to Ids central Inflated bag. An­ 
other extremely interesting feature of 
La France is the understructure sus­ 
pended from the nine balloons. This is 
a sort of bouse with two or three sto­ 
ries or decks, containing living apart­ 
ments for a mini ber of people. M. God 
aid entertains great hopes of his se* ui- 
ibgly foolhardy attempt to cross the 
ocean dry shod.
